Peonies  are  perfectly  hardy,  passing  the  most  severe  winters  with- 
out injury,  are  strong  growers,  free  from  diseases  and  hurtful  insects, 
and  an  established  clump  will  grow  and  bloom  indefinitely,  getting 
stronger  each  year 

While  peonies  are  gross  feeders  they  will  do  well  in  any  good  gar- 
den soil  where  the  water  does  not  stand  in  winter  but  do  not  put  any 
fresh  manure  around  the  roots 

The  best  time  to  plant  peonies  is  from  Sept.  1st  until  the  ground 
freezes;  they  may  be  safely  planted  in  early  spring  before  the  growth 
starts. 

By  planting  the  extra  early  varieties  we  have  peonies  in  bloom 
from  the  first  of  May  to  the  last  days  of  June,  ranging  in  color  from  the 
purest  white  through  all  the  shades  of  pink  and  rose  into  crimson  and 
purple  garnet. 

Care  should  be  taken,  to  not  plant  the  roots  too  deep,  the  buds  or 
eyes  at  the  base  of  the  stem  should  be  put  about  three  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground. 

We  have  been  growing  peonies  since  1898  and  now  have  75,000 
plants  in  some  600  named  varieties.  The  plants  we  send  out  are  1 year 
or  strong  divisions  that  are  apt  to  give  some  bloom  the  first  year;  these 
we  grow  ourselveri  and  guarantee  them  true  to  name.  Mistakes  will 
sometimes  occur  and  in  such  cases  the  correct  varieties  will  be  sent 
without  extra  cost 

A peony  does  not  become  established  until  the  third  year  after 
planting,  and  many  fine  double  sorts  will  produce  a single  or  semi-double 
flower  the  first  or  second  year,  so  judgment  should  be  withheld  until  the 
third  year  after  planting.

These  are  all  sun-lovers,  and  delight  in 
a warm,  well-drained  situation,  where 
the  surface-creeping  rhizomes  can  get  a 
good  baking  in  summer.  They  will 
thrive  in  almost  any  soil  or  situation  ex- 
cept a wet  one,  which  causes  the  rhizomes 
to  rapidly  decay.  This  is  the  group  best 
t'nown  and  most  commonly  cultivated. 
The  flowers  are  the  true  fleur-de-lis,  and 
they  are  well  called  the  ‘“orchids  of  the 
garden,”  for  they  fairly  outrival  the  or- 
chids in  delicacy  of  structure  and  wide 


range  of  coloring,  including  the  rich  yel- 
lows, soft  blues,  intense  purples  and 
claret-reds,  beautiful  bronzes  and  pure 
whites,  in  every  conceivable  combina- 
tion. 

Iris  to  do  best  should  be  planted  either 
early  in  the  spring  or  during  the  month 
of  August  and  into  early  September. 
The  plants  should  not  be  planted  with 
the  crowns  more  than  one  inch  below  the 
surface.
